HE Emperor has yielded up to this Re- 
ublick the FoftrelS of Zanigrode in 
almatia, which being abandon’d by 

the Turks during the laft War, the

of ir, but were difpoffefs’d of it by the Imperialifts. 
They write from Oftiglia the 20th of this Month, 
thac the Imperialifts that were left in that Place-and 
thereabouts, have retaken from the French Final di 
Modena, Corgegio, Carpi, Vignola, Buonporto,and a 
large Village named Baftia, ail which Places are in 
the Dutchy of Modena; that they have block’d up 
the City of Modena; that they kili’d 40 of the 
French in Buonporto and took go Prifoners, among 
them 30 Officers; that in Baftia they took 202 Pri-' 
foners,’ of which 80 were Péafants ; and that in this 
laft place they found 3 Pieces of Cannon and fome 
» Arms. 
From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 7. 

Milan, Jan. 22. The D. of Vendome has fent 8 
Battallions towards San Benedetto, on advice thar 
the D. of Modena, at the head of a Body of Soldiers 
levied in the Grafagnane and reinforc’d by 8000Ger- 
mans, having taken Reggio is advancing towards 
Modena. They write from Parma that thefe Troops 
are advane’d within 3 Leagues of Modena: That 
they have poffefs'd themfelves of Baftiglia and other 

places; and that Prince Forefti is in motion with 
4000 Men of the Grafagnane about Saffolo. 

‘Letters from Turin of the 22d of laft Month in- 
form us, that Gen. Staremberg has fignified to the 
Inhabirants of the Mantuan Montferrat, that the D. 
of-Mantua having forfeited that Imperial Fief, the 
Emperor has given it to the D. of Savoy, whom for 
the future they muft own for their Soveraign ‘on pain 
of being treated as Rebels. When the Imperialifts 
pafs'd through Voghera, Count Staremberg ard the 
young P, of Vaudemont were magnificently treated 
there by the Marquefs Morfiga at his Houfe, who 
offer’d them Lodging in it likewife whigh they ac- 
cepted. This Marquefs is a Senator of Milan, whi- 
ther being return’d,and havitg acquainted the Prince 
of Vaudemont with what he had done, he order'd 

him to be taken into Cuftody.

 Bafil, Feb. 3. Theyewrite from Zurich, thar Mon- 
fieur Kirze! is gone from thence to Soluthurn to de- 
mand of the Ambaffador of France in the Name of 
the Helvecick Body, a pofitive Anfwer touching the 
Neutrality of Savoy, which the Cantons of Bern and 
Friburg believe :o be abfolutely neceffary for the Se- 
curity oftheir Country. They affure us, that if this 
Anf{wer is nor reafonable, the Gantons have refolv’d 
to nfcer ro take convenient Meafures for fecuring 
themfelves in the prefent Juncture. Monfieur de 
Puifieux takes a great deal of Pains to perfwade the 
Cantons, that they ought nor to give the D.of Savoy 
any Snecours, fie he has begun a War with the 
King his Mafter. On the contrary his Royal High- 
nefs’s Minifter tells them France began Hoftilitics, as 
is well known, and put his Mafter under an abfolure 
Necefiity of defending himfelf againft their illDefigns; 
in which the Neighbouring States are equally con- 
cern'd,. particularly the laudable Cantons, of whom 
“he demands nothing but what is conformable to his 
Alliances with them. |

Pars, Feb. 4. The Marfhal de Villeroy defigns to 
return {peedily to Flanders. "Tis faid the King has 
already nominated the Generals that are to command 
his Armies next Campaign. The Duke of Vendome 
had obtain’d leave of his Majefty to come hither this 
Winter ; but the Junction of Gen, Staremberg with 
the D. of Savoy having broken all our Meafures on 
that fide, he has receiv’d Orders to ftay with the 
Army on the Frontier of Piemont. The D. of Ven- 
dome has written to the King, that norwithftadding 
the great Succours the D. of Savoy has receiv'd, he 
has ftill 1ocoo Men more than his Royal Highnefs ; 
but that he does nor think himfelf in a Condition to 
undertake any thing .againft Piemont before the 
Spring, and till the 18000 Recruits he expects are 
arriv'd ; not only becaufe of the bad Weather, bur 
becaufe there are a great Number of Towns to guard 
in the Milaneze, which is an open Country and the 
Inhabirants appear to be ill-affected to the 2 Crowns. 
*Tis reported, thar the Marquefs de Puifieux the 
King’s Ambaffador in Swirzerland, having not been 
able to diffwade the Helvetick Body from infifting 
ona Neutrality for Savoy, his Majefty has fenr Order 
to that Minifter to declare to the Canrons, that he 
will confent to that Neutrality at their Requeft, on* 
condition the Dutchy of Aofte may be compris’d in 
it, asalfo the upper part of the Vercellois, which 
takes in the Territory of Mafferan as far as the 
River Seffera, that feparates the Milaneze from the 
Dominions of the D. of Savoy. By this means we 
fhouid have a communicarion with our Army in 
Italy, tho’ not without difficulty, becaufe, the Gla- 
cieres and the two St. Bernards are the higheft Hills, 
and the worft to pafs of all the Alps. Mean time the 
D. de la Feuillade is order’d to ;uth on the War in 
Savoy with Vigour; and befides the Reinforcements 
he has receiv’d from Germany, a Regiment of Dra- 
goons and 6 Batrallions of new Levies, are marching 
from Auvergue to joyn him. "Tis likewife ralk'd, 
that if the D. of oy will not confent to the Neu- 


‘trality of the Dutchy of Aofte,&c. we thall next Cam- 


paign have 4 Armies'to act againft him on all fides ; 
that the firft will be commanded by the D. of Ven- 
dome, and be employ’d on the Janaro; that the 
D. de la Feuillade or tne Gfand Prior of France will 
command another about Novare to obferve the Gar- 
rifon. of Vercelli ; that the Marfhal de Theffe is to 
endeavour to diflodge the Savoyards from the Valley 
of Aofte, with a Body of 10000 Men ; and that the 
Marquefs de Refuge, Lieutenant General, is to ar- 
tack Savoy about Montmeillan and Suza. Tis fur- 
ther difcoverl that the D. of Vendome has fent Ler- 
ters to Court, which were taken upon a Courier fent 
by the Couur d’Aversberg,the Emperor's Amba ffador 
at Turin, to the Count de Berka the Emperor's Am- 
baffador at Venice, by which ‘tis pretended a Difco- 
very is made of feveral things that give the King a 
Jealoufie of the Republick of Venice.

The Duke of Vendome has fent back the Mar- 
quefs de St. Fremond with 4000 Men to command 
in the Modeneze ;- and the Marquefs de Praflin is 
to command on the Mincio. Meifieurs du Caffe and 
Croifac, have undertaken to furnith the Marquefs of 
Caftel dos Rios, lace Ambaffador to this Court, and

Thefe Lecters add, 
that a Ship bad pafs'd by the heighth of Mar(eilles, 
having on board an Ambaflador fent by the Grand 
Signior to Madrid to congratulate Philip V. of Spain 
on his Acceffion to that Crown. Letrers from Ma- 
drid tell us, that they had. had no Poft from Portugal 
fince the 9th of laft Month, and that they were to 
have no more; whence ‘tis inferr’d it will not be 
long before Hoftilitics are begun. The Marquefs de 
Barbefieres, Lieutenant General, is exchang’d for 100 
Imperial Officers; which the King rather chofe to 
give, than to part with Counc Wallenftein the Impe- 
rial Ambaffador taken on the Coaft of Portugal, 
whom the Emperor demanded in exchange for the 
faid Marquefs. 


Humburg, Feb. 8. The beginting of this Month 
died Duke Rudolph Auguftus of Brunfwick, and a 
few days after him the Princefs Elizabeth Julia Wife 
of Duke Anthony Ulrick of Branfwick.
